Be Filed To Insure 
Winter Supply

Now it the time for coal con- 


gumert to act if they expect to 
have coal for heating their homes 
and placet of business;, as well as 
for other purposes next winter. 
Coal dealers in Fayette County 


and those in the state generally 
are expressing concern over fail­ 
ure of the consuming public to file 
properly signed 
Consumer 
Dec­ 
larations with the dealers, in order 
to affure delivery of next winter's 
coal, according to Ralph H. Stone, 
director of the Ohio State Council 
of Defense. 
Pointing out that domestic con­ 


sumers w ill have to be content 
with only 80 per cent 
of 
their 


normal coal requirements. Director 
8tone warned that unless the dec­ 
larations 
and 
advance 
orders 


were submitted to 
coal 
dealers, 


many Iwniseholds would find them­ 
selves without fuel next winter. 
since it will be impossible for 
dealers to obtain “ spot” deliveries 
from the mines. 


“ If coal piles up in a dealer’s 


yard for 
lack 
of 
orders 
and 


properly signed Consumer Dec­ 
larations. he may have to refuse 
further shipments." the coal con­ 
servation director said. "The mines 
then would have to 
divert 
the 


shipments to other dealers or pos­ 
sibly to industrial plants 
Since 


production is expected to be con­ 
siderably short of requirement*;, 
the mines will not have enough 
coal to replace 
shipments 
thus 


diverted. All of which means that 
the dealer who is forced to refuse 
coal during the next few months 
will not be able to obtain enough 
coal to supply his customers with 
their full fin per cent "
